The underlying principle of Mason- 


ry isa belief iu a Supreme Being aud 
the immortality of the soul.

A COAT Of ARMS. 


TlH) practice of granting arms Is still 


In vogue In England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Austria, Spalit, Portugal, Italy. Ger- 
many, etc., and at times thu pope, us 
loverelgn pontiff, exercises the power. 


Indeed, it is by patent or grunt alone 


that a new family can legilimuiely ac- 
quire a coat of arms. 


Tim modtii operandl In England, for 


example, is as follows: The applicant 
for a patent of arms (from the crowut 
may employ any member he pleases of 
the heralds' college and through him 
present a memorial to the earl marshal 
of England, who acts tot the crown iu 
these matters, setting forth that he, 
the memorialist, is not entitled to arms 
or cannot prove his right to such and 
praying that his grace tho carl marshal 
will Issue his warrant to the kings of 
arms, authorltlng thorn to grant and 
confirm to him due aud proper armo- 
rial ensigns, to be borne according to 
the laws of heraldry by him and his 
descendants. This memorial is pre- 
sented and a warrant Is Issued by the 
earl marshal, under which a patent of 
arms is made out, exhibiting a paint- 
ing of tho armorial euslgus granted, 
the royal arms of England, tho arms of 
the eai<! marshal and those of the t'oN 
lege and describing In official terms the 
proceedings that have token place and 
a correct blazon of the arms. This pat- 
ent is registered In the books of the 
heralds' colh'tw and receives the signa- 
tures of the garter and one or both of 
the provincial kings of arms. 


A grant or patent of arms is made to 


a man, and his male descendants. This 
gives him n fee simple of them— that is 
to say, to him and to his male descend- 
ants equally aud altogether and to his 
female descendants iu a qualified man- 
ner— i. e., for life, to bear the arms in 
a lozenge or Impaled with Ilioir hus- 
bands' arms (if the husbands have 
arms), as arms can only be brought in 
by arms, or, if they be heiresses or co- 
heiresses, on an escutcheon of pretense 
upon their husbands' shields, and In 
the last case their descendants inherit 
such maternal arms, but only as a 
quartering. — Nineteenth Century.

borer, who m'll'uWh wages for work 
that was secret, unlawful and perilous. 
Even Adam Smith confessed to a weak- 
ness for siuuissiiug and nobody waa 
above bargaining to have ft I>!p6 or a 
hogshead but. In his .cellar at a low fig- 
ure. But smuggling ou a ilarge scale 
was uot carried ou without bribery, 
perjury, informing, violence and mur- 
der." 


Of the old time London watchman: 


"Fie was wrapped in a wide skirted 
heavy coat, a useful garment for pro- 
tecting him from the cold, but not 
adapted to enable him to cope with the 
bullies who assaulted tho weak and un- 
protected.

H. A: H. R. R., hi Ins talk before tin, 
committee on railroads of tbe Mussa- 
chtiM'ti^ Legislature, lohl ihe people o 
the Bay Slate some facts in regard lo 
tbe progress of his system of roads. li 
regard to the electric systems of thut 
company he said: 


"So far as tioiley expansion goes, 


there is more of it in the trolley sys- 
tems coutrolled by tbe . New Haveu. 
thau there in lu all the rest of Massa- 
chusetts put togetber. There is more 
coustructiou of trolley lines for which 
Consolidated Kailway money is being 
furnished witblu Massachusetts today 
tbuu all other trolley construction in 
Massachusetts togetber, aud all this the 
work of 'aliens who have invaded Mas- 
sachusetts and throttled fair competi- 
tion!' 


'As to the New Haveu itself, uobody 


who has occasion to patronize Its liues 
cau say that its service, aud the prop- 
erty itself, have not beeu materially 
improved. 
It has reduced running 


time; it has added more trains; it has 
reduced rates aud increased wages. 
Furthermore It Is itself expending more 
mouey for the improvement of Its lines, 
for enhancing its service, for promoting 
the couveuieuce of the public it en- 
deavors to serve, than all the other 
trolleys and steam Hues In Massachu- 
setts put together. 


"Its acquisitions and Its acts have 


been called the work of aliens. Yet 
there is uo railroad corporation operat- 
lug in the State that has so large a per- 
centage of its stocks aud bouds owned 
by citizeus of Massachusetts as has the 
New Haveu. It Is the only railroad 
corporation operating In Massachusetts 
that has at its head a Massachusetts 
mau boru and bred aud reared whose 
residence it lu Massachusetts the major 
part of tbe time, who bas beeu at dlf. 
ferent times tbe geueral manager or 
bead of three of its large transportation 
systems, but wbo nevertheless has vlr< 
tually been dubbed au alieu, uot ac- 
quainted with her laws aud her ideas of 
transportation." 


President Melleu further said: "I be- 


lieve tbe day Is uear at baud when our 
steam railroads are going lo be operat- 
ed by electricity." He wound up by 
telling tbe committee: "If you pass a 
resolve declaring it to be against the 
policy of tbli Commonwealth for a 
•team road to control street railways 
then we shall begin to divest ourselves 
of every share of stock." He baa esti- 
mated that Mew Haven's street rail- 
way investments repreaeuted $10,000- 
000.

SPECIAL MEETING OP TOWN COUN- 


CIL.—A special meeting of tbe Town 
Couuctl was held at the Town Hail ou 
Tuesday afternoon and for the purpose 
of considering aud enacting a new ordl- 
uauce iu relation to tbe use of automo- 
biles aud other motor vehicles. Some 
of the members were of the opinion 
that the speed limit of ten miles per 
hour provided by existing ordinance 
should be increased and that it would 
be more consistent and easier to en- 
force. It was alleged that few motor 
vehicles of any class kept within the 
present apeed limit of teu miles au 
hour. The members of the Council 
were ilrst given au object lesson in dif- 
ferent rates of speed iu au automobile 
driven by Pembertou H. Powel of 
Newport, with a speedometre attached. 
Some thought that eveu at u pace of 
fifteen miles per hour the movement of 
the machine seemed slow. After quite 
an extended discussion, Councilman 
Joshua CoggeHuall moved to make the 
limit lifteeu miles per hour. To this 
limit Councilmen Philip "Caswell aud 
William K. Hunter objected as being 
too low and advocated u limit of at 
least eighteen if not twenty miles per 
hour. Finally Councilman Arthur W. 
Chase moved for eigutee.i which mo- 
tion was supported by the votes of Cas- 
well aud 
Hunter. 
Mr. Coggeshall 


voted, lu the negative and tbe President, 
Joseph A. Peckbam, announced that 
he was hi the uegative also, and op- 
jwsed to auy increase exceeding flfteen 
milen per bour.

The Broadway 
lot proved to he an ideal place for the 
show, the lot itself "being high and dry 
and also being easy of access by the 
stieet cars. The two railways handled 
immense crowds and the double track 
service was found very convenient. 


There was a large attendance at both 


the afiernoon and evening exhibitions, 
being rather laiger at the latter. The 
show was iu every'respect all that had 
beeu promised aud that is saying a 
great deal. There waseomethiuggoiug 
ou all the time, most of tbe lime tbe 
three rings aud two platforms being oc 
cupied by interesting features, while the 
clowns cavorted around the outside and 
ainueed the crowd.

Jhe Gypsy Moth. 


The State work agaiust this insect 


has revealed a much more serious con- 
dition of affairs than was at lirst sup- 
posed. 
Careful 
inspection 
has re- 


vealed tiiat the iusect is present iu 
every ward iu the city of Provideuce 
aud also iu some parts of Craustou. J t 
is quite possible that further investi- 
gation will show that it is present iu 
other districts both within aud outside 
the city limits. 


In some of the infested districts of 


Provideuce the caterpillars are very nu- 
merous, and already the stories tola 
of the depredations of the insects sound 
very much like the tales of woe which 
have come from the badly 
infested 


regions In Massachusetts. It is becom- 
lug more and more evident that -the 
present Slate appropriation will not be 
sulllciciit to more thau check tue insect. 


The most effective Work against the 


gypsy moth must come when IBs in- 
sect is iu the egg stage. During the 
summer the campaign must be con- 
fined, to checking the'iusect as much 
as possible lu the infested regions aud 
preventing It from spreading to uew 
localities. 
In this effort over 
fifty 


thousand trees have beeu burlapped iu 
Provideuce aud Cranston, aud men are 
uow busy goiug over these trees to ex- 
terminate tbe caterpillars fouud upou 
them. 


It is essential that the people should 


merest themselves in the fight agaiust 
the pest, and that they should report 
at ouce to the State Commissioner for 
ihe Extermination of the Gypsy aud 
Browu-tail Moths, at Kingston, if auy 
.usplciouB caterpillars or moths are 
found. A bulletin Is. now In press de- 
scribing both the gypsy aud browu-tail 
moths aud methods of lighting them. 
This bulletin will be distributed lu 
the infested regions by the men en- 
raged lu the work, aud copies will also 
je sent to auy person Interested iu tbe 
work who will seud his name aud ad- 
dress.

WASHINGTON.D.C., June 28,1906. 
Now that tbe type of caual lo be 


built at Panama baa been- nettled, It 
would aetin that there Is nothing iu 
the way of quick action. Tbe Presi- 
dent in reported to have told the ccui- 
inuuilon, "Now cut loose and dig." 
This in what the whole country will be 
expecting of them, and with all the 
money that has been s|ient iu prepara- 
tion, and this country has uot beeu 
niggardly, It would teem that the real 
work ought to go on.' There is one se- 
rious contingency. The railroad inter- 
ests are as much opposed to the canal 
as ever. They cannot hope to defeat 
it in the long run, but there are ways 
still iu which they can obstruct and 
delay. They may be depended ou to 
hamper appropriations whenever they 
can, to gouge the government all they 
can when it comes to selling supplies, 
for the sanie men wbo control the 
great trans-continental roads are the 
domiiiaut factors iu the great indus- 
tries fpom which the Caual Commission 
will have t» draw its supplies. They 
will also be on the lookout always for 
the least breath of scandal in the man- 
agement or the disbursements in Pan- 
ama. 
And if Ihey ci.nld only stir up a 


scandal aud a long winded official in- 
quiry into doiugs on the isthmus, It 
would suit their purpose and hinder 
the work more effectually than any- 
thing else. Little doubt Is expressed 
at the SVar Department however thai 
the work is in such shape thai u cau 
now tie pushed effectually. 
And il is 


believed that the organization is such 
that It will produce the best results 
from a reasonable expenditure. 


In all probability the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission's investigation into 
the coal aud oil carrying roads is con- 
cluded for the summer. After hearing 
the last of this week Air. Jas. O. Gard- 
ner of the Erie Hailroad, the Commis- 
sion adjourned the hearings without 
fixing a day for resumption. Tills was 
taken to mean that there would be no 
•more bearings till fall. For the pasi 
three month:, the commission has had lo 
largely neglect its regular work while 
carrying out the inundate of Ihe Till- 
nian-Ulllesple joint resolution, and It 
has accumulated plenty of evidence to 
keep It IILHV all summer collating aud 
arranging it in form fora report. Home 
of the conditions that have been reveal- 
ed have I'ecn scandalous. There has 
been all sons'of graft aud crookedness 
discovered among officials both high 
aud low. 


But the last witness heard, Mr. Gard- 


ner, said u word for the railroad own- 
ership of coal lauds that was one of the 
most important said ou that side dur- 
ing the eutire •hearing. 
He pointed 


out that the very existence of a rail- 
road depended ou its fuel supply, first 
ou having a steady supply aud then ou 
gelling it at tbe lowest figure so as to 
curtail the heaviest of all its operating 
expenses. He added some "hot air" 
on the subject of tbe public getting the 
benefit of tbe saviug iu this direction, 
but that question Is rather beside \the 
mark. What he did point out, how- 
ever, was that tbe road he represented 
as a coal expert owued and operated 
four coal companies and. made no secret 
of'it. They were able to draw from 
these mines about half of the three mil- 
lion touH used annually. He said that 
without them, the road would be al- 
most crippled aud that thev were look- 
ing for more coal lauds and would buy 
them as soou as they could get hold of 
them. He pointed out further that the 
roads coal consumption was growing 
all the time aud that If It kept up at 
the present rate, they would iu the 
course of the uext generatiou, be using 
10,000,000 tona of coal yearly and that 
by this time the present mines would 
be about worked out. He said, there- 
fore, that the ownership of coal lauds 
by railroads, for fuel purposes at least, 
was justifiable and that it was a neces- 
sity that would have to be reckoned 
within framing auy law ou the subject. 


Beside the coal aud oil report that 


tbe President and tbe uext Congress 
will have ou their hands, there will be 
also the questiou of what shall be doue 
with or to the Standard Oil Company. 
The whole of a long Cabiuet meeting 
toward the end of this week was devot- 
ed to tbe consideration of this problem. 
It bas beeu known for » long time that 
ihe Department of Justice had been 
taking steps in view of Commissioner 
Uartield's oil report looking to tbe pros- 
ecution of the Standard 
uuder tbe 


Elkius law or the Sherman law or both. 
It was generally expected when the 
Cabiuet meeting was over that the At- 
torney Geueral would have some state- 
ment to make on the subject of tbe tx- 
pected prosecutions, that Is whether he 
would or whether he would uot prone- 
cute. But he said that he would have 
'jo give the matter further consideration 
jefore making a statement, aud tbe 
matter bad to go over. 


It bas been definitely settled that 
he President will leave for Oyster Bay 
within two days after Congress ad- 
ourus.

Long before innu had thought of the 


yaw the saw lly hud UtfeU the suujo 
tool, made after tuu twine fashion aud 
used In the siune way, for the purpose 
of making silts iu the branches of trees 
80 that Bin' might hare H secure place 
to deposit her OKK». The carpc-uter bee, 
with only the tools which nature has 
given her, cuts a round hole, the full 
diameter of her body, through thick 
boards and so makes a tunnel by which 
slie can have a safe retreat iu which to 
rear her young. The tumblcbug, with- 
out derrick or machinery, rolls over 
large masses of dirt rnauy times her 
own weight, aud the sexton beetle will 
In a few hours bury beneath the ground 
the carcass of a comparatively large 
animal. All these feats require a de- 
gree of Instinct which In a reasoning 
creature'* would be called engineering 
skill, but none of them Is as wonder- 
ful as the feats performed by the spi- 
der. 
This extraordinary little animal 


fans the 
faculty -of propelling her 


threads directly against 'the wind, and 
by means of her slender cords she can 
haul up aud suspend bodies which are 
many times her jowu weight. 


Some years ago a paragraph went the 


rounds of the papers in wliich it was 
said that a spider had suspended an 
unfortumitc mouse, raising It from the 
ground and leaving it to perish misera- 
bly between heuven and earth. Would 
be philosophers made great fun oR, the 
statement and ridiculed it unmerciful- 
ly. I know not how true it wns, but I 
know that it might have been true. 


Some years aso iu the village of Ha- 


vana in the stare of New York a spider 
entangled a milk snake in her threads 
and actually raised it- some distance 
from the ground, aud this, too, in spite 
of the struggles of the reptile, which 
was alive. 


By what process 'of engineering did 


this comparatively small and feoblo in- 
sect succeed in uVLTcommtf and lifting 
up by mechanical means the mouse or 
the snake? 
The soiutioa is easy 


enough if we ouly give the question a 
little thought. 


The spider is furnished with one of 


the most efficient mechanical Imple- 
ments Jinovvu to engineers—viz, 
a 


strong elastic thread. That the thread 
is strong is well known. Indeed, there 
are few substances that will support a 
greater strain llian tbe silk of the silk- 
worm . or the spider, careful experi- 
ment having shown that for equal sizes 
the strength of these fibers exceeds that 
of common Iran. But notwithstanding 
its strength the spider's thread would 
be useless as a mechanical power If it 
were not for its elasticity. The spider 
has 110 blocks or pulleys, aud therefore 
It cannot cause the thread to divide up 
and run in different directions, but the 
elasticity of the thread more than 
makes up for this and renders possible 
the lifting of au animal much heavier 
than a mouse or a snr.ke. This may 
require a litlip explanation. 


Let us suppose that a child can lift 


a six pound weight one foot high and 
do this twenty times a minute. Fur- 
nish him with 850 rubber bands, each 
capable of pulling six pounds through 
one foot when stretched. 
Let these 


bands be attached to a wcoden plat- 
form ou which stands a pair of horses 
weighing 2,100 pounds, or rather more 
than n ton. If now the child will go to 
work and stretch these rubber bauds 
singly, hooking each one up as it is 
stretched, in less than twenty minutes 
he will have raised the pair of horses' 
one foot. 


We thus see that the elasticity of the 


rubber bands enables the child to di- 
vide the weight of horses into 330 
pieces of six pounds each, and, at the 
rate of a little less than one every 
three seconds, he lifts all these sepa- 
rate pieces one foot, so that the child 
easily lifts this' enormous weight. 


Each spider's thread acts like one of 


the elastic rubber bauds. Let us sup- 
pose that the mouse or snake weighed 
half an ounce and that each thread is 
capable of supporting a grain and a 
half. The spider would have to connect 
tiie mouse with the point from which 
it was to be suspended with 150 
threads, and if the little quadruped 
was once swung off his feet he would 
be powerless. By pulling successively 
on each thread, and shortening it a lit- 
tle, the mouse or snake might be raised 
to any height within the capacity of 
the building or structure in which the 
work was done. So that to those who 
have ridiculed the story we may justly 
say, "There are more things in heaven 
and earth than are dreamed of in your 
philosophy." 


What object the spider could have 


had in his work I am unable to see. It 
may have been a dread of the harm 
which the mouse or snake might work 
or it may have been the hope that the 
decaying carcass would attract flies, 
which would furnish food for tte engi- 
neer. I can vouch for the truth of the 
tnake story, however, and the object 
of this article Is to explain and render 
credible a very extraordinary feat of 
Insect engineering.—Follies of Science.

THE VATICAN PALACE.

The iireiwut exluteu™ of the Vatican 


palace Is principally due to N'lchouu 
V., the builder (tone, whose gigantic 
scheme would startle a modern archi- 
tect. His plau WHS to build the church 
of St. 1'eter'n as it starting point and 
then to construct one vast central hab- 
itat for the papal administration, cov- 
ering tlio whole of what is called the 
Horgo, from tho castle of Saul' Augelo 
to the cathedral. Iu ancient times a 
portico, or covered way supported on 
eolulnns, led from the brldjju to the 
church, and (t wiu probably from, this 
real structure that Nicholas l»gan his 
Imaginary cxie. only a small part of 
which was ever completed. That small 
portion alone comprises the basilica 
aud Uie Vatican palace, wliich together 
form by fur the greatest continuous 
mass of buildings In the world. The 
Coliseum U 1115 yards long by 156 
broad, including the thickness of the 
walls. St. 1'eter's church alone is 205 
yards long and 150 broad, so that the 
whole Coliseum would easily stand 
upon tlie wound plan of the church, 
while the Vatican palace is more thau 
bait as lar;;e again. 


Nicholas V. died in 1455, and the old- 


est parts of tilt; present Vatican palace 
are not oli.;1!' than his ivlgn. They are 
generally kaowu as the Torre Borgia, 
from huUu; been Inhabited by Alex- 
ander VI.. v-bo died of poison In the. 
third of the-rooms now occupied by 
the library, counting from the library 
side. 
Thj windows of these rooms 


look upon t'je large square court of the 
Belvedere, and that part of the palace 
Is not visible from without. 


Portions *f the substructure of the 


earlier buiUiug- were no doubt utilized 
by Nicholas, and the secret gallery 
which connects the Vatican with the 
mausoleum of Hadrian is generally at- 
tributed to Pope John XXIII., who 
died in 1-117. -but on the whole it may 
be said that the Vatican palace is orig- 
inally a building of the' period of the 
renaissance, to which all successive 
popes have u:adc additions.

After they ' have proveff 
themselves before their people by per- 
forming so called miracles, such as 
holding their hands aud arms in boil- 
Ing water and not being burned, shot 
with poisoned arrows and not harmed, 
bitten by rattlesnakes and ^ot poi- 
soned and many other tests that I have 
witnessed, Uiey are accented as holy 
or wise men. The Indians believe that 
they can get the word direct from God, 
or the Great Spirit, the same as the 
wise men and seers of old used to do. 
I have asked these Intelligences to tell 
me about the cause of earthquakes and 
tidal 'wares, and they explain1 it like 
this: 


"They say volcanoes are the safety

ger's slab, or dry aud sandy in the fish- 
wives" baskets, the turbot is, perhaps, 
the least interesting of h'sh. 
When 


swimming in au artificial sea or lying 
on the sandy bottom it is the most at- 
tractive of all of the denizens of this 
mock ocean and whether at rest or iu 
motion lias an air of vigilance, vivacity 
aud intelligence greater than that of 
any of the normally shaped fish. This 
is in part due to its habits and In pflrt 
to the expression of the flat fish's eye. 
This, which is sunk and invisible in the 
dead iisli, is raised ou a kind of turret 
in the living turbot. or sole, and set 
there in a half revolving apparatus, 
working almost as independently as 
the "ball and socket" eyes of tbe cha-- 
meleon. There is this difference, bow- 
ever, in tbe cyf of tbe li/.ard and of the 
fish—the iris of the chameleon is a mere 
"piuhole at tin: lop of the eyeball, which 
Is thus absolutely without expression. 
The hirbofs, or "butt's," eyes are 
black and gold and intensely bright, 
witli none of the lixod, staring stupid 
appearance of ordinary fishes' eyes. Tt 
lies upon the sand and jerks its eyes 
independently into position to survey 
any part of tbe ground surface, the 
water above, or that on either side at 
any angle. 


If it had light rays to project from 


Its eyes instead of to receive, the effect 
would be precisely that made by the 
sudden shifting of the jointed appa- 
ratus which, casts the electric light 
from (1 warship at any angle on t<5 sea, 
sky or horizon. The turbots, Jhougl 
ready, graceful swimmers, moving ii 
fravelike undulations across the wate 
or dashing off like a flash when so dis 
posed, usually He perfectly still upoi 
tbe bottom. They do not, like tbe dabs 
and the flounders, cover themselves 
with sand, for they mimic the color o 
the ground with such absolute fidelity 
that except for tbe shining eye it is 
almost Impossible to distinguish them 
It would appear that volition plays 
some part In this subtle conformity to 
environment, fbr one turbot, which is 
blind, has changed to a tint too llgh 
and not at all In harmony with that of 
tbe sand.—London Spectator.

Bacou of Georgia, 


wDose service began iu 1894, will then 
be oue of the Democratic "veterans" 
with Tillmau of South Carolina, who 
entered iu 1895, aud Money of Missis- 
sippi, who look his seat two years later. 


Allisou of Iowa is uot only tbe veter- 


au of the Republicans iu the Senate, 
but of that entire body; Aldrich of 
Rhode Island is tbe Hepublicau with 
the uext longest record of service, but 
he entered the Senate as late as 1881, 
aud Hale of Waiue, who is the Heptib- 
iicau floor leader took his seat^March 4 
of that year. His colleague,* Senator 
i'rye, joined him iu the Senate just two 
weeks later as the successor of James 
G. Blaine wheu the latter resigned to 
become Secretary of State. Generally 
classed with this quartet of Republican 
veterans in tbe Senate are Cullom of 
-Iowa, who took bis seat in 1883;Spoon- 
er of Wisconsin, who first entered the 
Senate iu 1885, but was not a member 
from-1891 to 1897; Hansbrougb, 
of 


North Dakota, in 1891; Proctor of Ver- 
mont, 1892; Lodge of Massachusetts. 
1893; Wetinoreof Rhode Island and 
.Elklns of West Virginia, 1894, aud 
Foraker of Ohio and Piatt of New 
York, 1897. 
A glauce at six of the uew Senators 


who have recently been' sworn In or 
will take their seats in tbe uext Con- 
gress gives some idea of tbe kind of 
men the people of today are sending to 
•the Senate to occupy the places where 
sat.tbe many statesmen of the past who 
have preceded them as members of tbis 
great body. Goveruor Jeff Davis of 
Arkansas has been elected to succeed 
Senator James H. Berry, whose term 
of service will expire next March. Sen- 
ator Alfred W. Benson of Kansas hai 
already qualified as tbe successor of tbe 
discredited Burton, recently resigned. 
Robert L. Taylor of Tennessee will suc- 
ceed Senator Carmack wheu the latter's 
term expires next March. Henry A. 
Dupout will take his seat at the begin- 
ning of next session as the junior Seua- 
tor from Delaware. Jonathan Bourne 
will be elected by the Oregon Legisla- 
ture next January as the successor of 
Senator Geasou, having already re- 
ceived the popular vote aud William 
Piukuey Wbyte has already been sworu 
in as the junior Senator from Marylaud. 


"What's iu a uanie?" may well be 


the question that arises iu the mind if 
not to the lips of oue who has met or is 
acquainted with tbe record of Jeff Daw 
vis, whom Arkansas recently elected to 
the United S'.ates Semite In preference 
to James H. Berry, the one-legged Con-

Kausas people soy the uew Senator bas 
uever beeu Identified with factional 
politics iu that State, and that tills fact 
had much to do with his appointment. 
They regard his appointment as a stao 
at W. -n. Blubbs, who conies from lieu- 
son's congressional district and who 
wants to be elected to tbe Betoate Tlie 
Goveruor does uot like Stubbs, aud 
saw au oppeutuulty to show it by ap- 
pjintiug Uensou. 


The uew Senator was delayed several 


days iu getting ofl' to Washington be- 
cause, accotdmg to bis own story, he 
did uot have proper clothes to put on. 
Iu due time ins tailor "fixed him up," 
aud he passed muster without ques- 
tion the other morning wheu he en- 
tered the SeuHle chamber to be sworn 
iu,weariug the conventional frock coal, 
dark trousers aud .a black ii;. Now 
that he has shown tbat he possesses 
the couveutlonal Senatorial toggery it 
will not be necessary for the uew Sen 
tor to wear a frock coat again this ses- 
sion. He cau follow the example of 
nis couferrees, who, when the warm 
weather comes substitute sack suits of 
light weight. 


Acquaiutauces of the new Senator 


declare biin to be a man of mind rather 
thau of heart, of great ability, but with 
uo personal magnetism; unlike "Ar- 
kansas Jefl'Davis," lie is not a mixer. 
If he does not improve along these 
lines, however, they will soou call him 
the "Jim Joues of the Republican side." 
Ou the Democratic side J times P. Joues, 
the junior Senator from Arkansas, has 
little to do with bis coufreres. The uew 
Kunsan Is a man of small stature and 
as oue of blsfrieuds said iu describing 
him tile other day: "If Beusou were to 
walk through hero with a crowd of oue 
thoiisuuo meu you would uot pick him 
out.

Iu his credeutials 
Goveruor riocll declares him appoint- 
ed a Seuator from Kausas uutil his sue 
cessor is duly appointed aud qualified. 
'Should Kansas uot elect a successor 
Benson might serve continuously with- 
out re-electiou. As he sat iu the Seuate 
yesterday afternoon apparently greatly 
engrossed iu what Seuator Drydeu was 
saying about the advantages of a lock 
canal, some oue iu the gallery remark- 
ed: "That mau slttiug there ail Iu a 
heap looks like Carl Schurz."

"All women—uo matter how well 


born, how well educated, how intelli- 
gent, how null, lio\\" serviceable to the 
Stale—have beeu rendered the political 
inferiors of all men, uo matter how 
base boru, how poverty stricken, how 
Ignorant, how vicious, how brutal. 
The pauper In the aliushouse may 
vote; the lady who devotes herself 
to getting that almshouse made habita- 
ble may uot. 
Tue tratnp who begs 


cold vituais in the kitchen may vote: 
the heiress who feeds hiui aud endows 
a university may uot. Commuullles 
are agitated and Legislatures convulsed 
to devise means to secure tlie right of 
suffrage to tbe Illiterate voter. Aud 
the writers, journalists, physicians, 
teachers, the wives and daughters, aud 
companions of the best educated meu 
iu the Slate are left in silence, blotted 
out, swamped, obliterated, behind -this 
cloud of ofteu besotted ignorance. To- 
day the Immigrant pouring In through 
the open gates of our seaport towns, the 
Jtndiau when settled in' severally, tbe 
negro hardly emancipated from the 
degradation of 200 yean of slavery,may 
all share in Ibe sovereignty of the State. 
The whits womau-the Americau Wo- 
niau-the woman Iu whose veins ruu the 
blood of those heroic colonists who 
founded our country, of thosd women 
who helped to susiaiu the courage of 
their husbands iu the revolution; file 
woman who may have given the flower 
of her youth aud health iu tbe service 
of our Civil War, this womau Is exclud- 
ed. To-day women constitute the only 
class of sane people excluded from the 
franchise, tlie only class deprived of po- 
litical representation, except the trinul 
Indians and tlie Chinese."
